Oats and Barley 

Twenty-two ditierent varieties of 
oata appeared among 8am]>lc.s Eciit 
in to our laborator>', last year, for 
permination tests. Only oi‘dit wore 
mcluded in lists of roconimcnded 
varieties. They are: Ajax, lianiicr, 
Eagle, Exeter, Laurel (huUi.fcs), 
Legacy, Vanguard and Victory. 
However, these figures do nut pro¬ 
vide a true picture, because only 
5.3 per cent of the total samples 
received were of non-recdiuiueiul'.1 
varieties. In other words, judging 
from the material which p;is£ed 
through our laboratory, of 

the oats in the Prairie iTovinee.s, 
in 1044, grew from seed of recom¬ 
mended varieties. 

The situation with recoct to 
barley is similar, but not ephte so 
gcod. Seventeen different varictie.i 
were included in samples we te&ted 
for germination; but only eleven 
are officially recommendcil. OAC 
21, Mensury Ottawa 00 and Olli 
are recommended, in specifu'd areas, 
for malting purposes; while Plush, 
Wisconsin 3s, Sanaltu, Hex, i*ros- 
peetj Newal, Regal and Trebi are 
considered suitable feed varietic.'. 
Of the feed varieties, all except 
Trebi are smooth awned. 88.8% of 
the samples received were deriNed 
from recommended varieties. Some 
varieties are suited to soino areas 
and others to otbere. Detailed 
recommendations may be obtained 
from Dominion Experimental 
Farms, Provincial Depaitmenls of 
Agriculture Universities or Lir.i* 
Elevators Farm Service. 

Line Elevator agents are auihui- 
ized distributors of seed grain for 
Crop Improvement Associations in 
Manitoba and Alberta, and for the 
Seed Growers' Association in Sask¬ 
atchewan. Farmers are invited to 
consult# them about germinaticu 
imU sod seed sup^iet.
